miles off his course. 


Too late, the captain discovered that 


a machine gun installed in the ship 
Wednesday had affected the compass 
by which he was flying his course.

Cats have about the same types of

standing and support success is im- 
possible. 


In regards to taking application we 


have been instructed to receive all 
applications cf needy persons 
who 


have arrived at 65 years of age and 
pass upon them in the same manner 
as we do those 70 years of age or 
over, but we do instruct the applicant 
that if only a small amount of funds 
is received in the beginning it will be 
necessary to raise the age limit to 70 
years. 


Indian Payments Direct 


We are also requested to question 


the applicant 1'or assistance or old age 
pension whether cr not they are of 
Indian blood as an amendment to the 
Social Security bill now in confer- 
ence between the senate and 
house 


provides that indigent persons of In- 
dian blood 65 years of age will be 
eligible for a direct federal pension of 
530 per month. 
It further provides 


that unemployable Indians under 65
